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The silliest piece of tomtnyrot that 


ever app^eared In print was the Sun- 
day morning Bulletin's interview on 
the shooting affray in this city Thurs- 
day evening. It Is re published as. an 
example of the limits to which degen- 
erate newspapers will go. 


"My husband is an innocent, hard- 


working man," Mra. Scott said. "He 
has been employed by Judge Treadwell 
of San Francisco and by G. W. Root, 
Clerk of the Supreme Court, and both 
gentlemen wlM vouch for him at any 
time, and either one of them will ad- 
vance him money if he needed it. I 
have been troubled with a tumor In my 
stomach for some time, and we went 
to Reno in hopes that my health would 
improve and I could escape an opera- 
tion, which I dread like I do death. 


"One evening my husband was talk- 


Ing with a white man who conducts a 
sheep ranch, wfien two drunken men 
came up to him and said: "You 
nigger, what business have you got in 
this saloon'' Then one of 
the men 


struck my husband, and then bis com- 
panion hit him My husband did not 


! resist them, but the sheepman did, and 
my husband eventually escaped and 
came home. 


"After we were in bed the two men 


accompanied by flve others came to 
our house and demanded admittance. 
I made my husband get under the bed, 
then I opened the door, and as I did 
so a revolver was thrust in my face 
and the man said, 'Where is that man 
of yours, you black wench' We have 
come to kill him.' 


"I declared that he was not In the 


house, and begged for my life on my 
knees. 


"After the men went away Constable 


I-eeper came and arrested my husband, 
and he (went down and deposited $20 
bail for his appearance. 
The next day 


my husband demanded a 
trial, but 


could not get It. I went and, asked for 
my money back and that was refused. 
I was called the vilest of names by 
Constable Leeper and the crowd that 
.was with him, and I was repeatedly 
threatened with hanging. 


"The next day my husband went 


do\\n to stand trial, and had hardly 
gone a block from our house when 
ten men began shooting at him, and 
as he ran a ball passed through his 
body, and he now lies dying. My hus- 
band had no revolver, and it was a 
wild ball from the weapons of ruffi- 
ans who were shooting at my husband 
thut struck Constable Leeper. 


"The Sheriff and Judge both said 


that we had been treated badly and 
were not In the wrong, and the Sher- 
iff smuggled me out of Reno to save 
| me from being hung by these ruffi- 
ans," 


The woman, who had related her 


story with dramatic effect and with

Reno is facing a crisis. The citizens 


of the town have tit last awakened 
to a realisation tltat this city is brand- 
ad throughout tbe court as a wideopen 
town. whjM* Vice* is uncontrolled and 
crime stalk* Mmpan1, 


This to .not the fault of th« patroll- 


ing officers. For throe yean they have 
beefe eideavermg to hold tit* wfetou* 
element in control. They have arrest- 
ed criminals, nearly all of whom have 
been released on $26 bail. ..When the 
time for trial arrived the dcftndants 
have demanded a jury trial and the 
twelve good men and true have almost 
Invariably turned the prisoner loose.
